OLD SYSTEM AND NEW SYSTEM. 


The question is often asked, ‘* What is 
meant by the new system of Sabbath 
School instruction, and in what respect 
does it differ from the old system?’ Our 
limits will not permit us to enter into 
minute details; but we will state a few 
points in which the difference is very 
manifest : 
1, The old system required each schol- 
ar to commit to memory as many verses 
of scripture as possible during the week, 
and rehearse them to the teacher on the 
Sabbath. 
On the other hand, the new system lim- 
its the whole school to a selected and 
small portion of scripture, usually about 
15 verses for a week. The scholars are 
required to commit these to memory and 
explain their meaning at the time of re- 
hearsing them to the teacher. 
2. Under the old system scholars were 
paid for all they learned, in redeemable 
tickets of a detinite value. 
Under the new system they are not re- 
warded, but are invited to give towards 
the purchase of a library and Sabbath 
School periodical papers. 
3. The old system had a tendency to 
induce the scholars to hurry over a long 
lesson—half committed to memory, and 
without knowing the meaning of a single 
verse. ‘To aid the scholars, the teachers 
would prompt them by repeating the first 
word, or first line of nearly every verse. 
While the teacher was engaged with one 
scholar, the rest were idle or at play.— 
The employment of the teacher was thus 
rendered irksome and tedious. 
The new system has a tendency to in- 
duce the scholars (o commit the lesson to 
memory—it aids bia very much in ac- 
quiring the meaning of what he learns, 
and leads him ito early habits of thought. 
The lesson being limited, the teacher, 
without trouble, is enabled to examine it 
during the week.—Consequently, the em- 
ployment of teachers is very pleasant and 
profitable. 

4, Under the old system, parents took 
but little interest in the schools. 
The new system is usually found to call 
forth the influence and prayers of parents 
for the prosperity of the school. Not 
only so, but it leads them to study the 
scriptures themselves far moze than any 
other plan yet devised. 
Many ardent friends of Sabbath Schools 
abide by the old system, because they 
think the new must contain intricate 
principles of management, and require a 
large portion of one’s time in preparation. 
They are greatly mistaken. The new 
system is perfectly simple and easy of 
wanagement. Though some time is re- 
quired for preparation, yet that need not 
occupy more time than any one would 
wish to spend tn reading the bible. 
Where is the teacher that will not ex- 
amine, each week, at least as many as 15 
verses of scripture ?—S. S. Jour. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Perhaps some schools neglect to obtain 
Libraries, because they suppose them to 
be expensive. But for a small school, $5 
judiciously laid out, will do very well to 
commence with; and when a library has 
once been established under good regula 
tions, its benefits are so evident—so nu- 
merous and great, that there can be little 
difficulty in procuring more books as they 
may be wanted. Small books are to be 
preferred—such as cost from one cent to 
fifty cents a volume. A library of one 
hundred and filty books of this description, 
published by the American 5S. S. Union, 


may be had for $10.—Ver. Chron. 


** This,”’ said Dr, Chalmers, as he was 
taking the youthful but devoted Urquhart 
to visit the parents of some of his Sun- 
day School children, ‘ this is what I call 
preaching the Gospel to every creature ;

In the same spirit, when little meetings 
were commenced in different parts of the 
city, for the reading and explanation of 
the Scriptures, &c. Dr. C. gave the plan 
his hearty approbation, although he 
thought the system of individual visitation 
a better one, if it could be accomplished. 
He approved the little neighbourhood 
meetings, because, ‘* instead of setting up 
one great centre of attraction, it was like 
carrying about the magnet, and bringing 
it near to the iron filings.”” Thus you get 
hold onmany who will not go to hear ser- 
mons. 

No one will suspect Dr. Chalmers of 
putting a low estimate on the powers of 
the pulpit, or of endeavouring to cloak the 
sin of those who, when a message from 
God is to be delivered, do not press with 
devout earnestness tohearit. Butif they 
will not go to hear the message, ought 
not the message, he would urge, by some 
means to be conveyed, if possible, to 
their very fire-sides ? 


TRACTS PREACH JESUS CHRIST ! 
A missionary in Cuttack represents In- 
dia as a peculiarly inviting field for thefcir- 
culation of Religious Tracts. Many of 
the Hindoos in the higher ranks of life, 
would consider themselves as contamina- 
ted by coming in contact with an Euro- 
pean, but to a book they have no objection. 
We cannot enter their houses or temples, 
bur TRACTS CAN. A Hindvo is all suspi- 
cion and alarm while in the presence of 
Europeans, but he will calmly sit down 
and read their Tracts. We cannot expose 
ourselves to the sun’s heat to preach the 
Gospel to them, but Tracts will travel ev- 
ery where. They are fond of learning 
and disputation, and this renders them 
desirous of reading our books. 
He also mentions the following anec- 
dotes:—About a month ago, as I was 
preaching in the open Bazaar to the 
OQoreas, and speaking particularly of Je- 
sus Christ, three strangers exclaimed with 
apparent pleasure, **O, that is the name ! 
that isthe name! And this is also the 
person who sent the books.’ It wasa 
circumstance so rare and so pleasing, that 
such unusual joy should be manifested by 
these people at the name of Jesus Christ, 
that I immediately questioned them where 
and how they had beard of him; when 
the reply was, that they had heard about 
Jesus Christ from some books that had 
been sent to Sumbulpoor, and would | be 
so kind as to give them some for them- 
selves? lof course complied with their 
request and furnished them with books 
for themselves, and a few others for dis- 
tribution. J asked the men particularly 
as to the use that was made of the books 
I had sent; and they answered that they 
were read, and their contents had become 
a subject of interest among their country- 
meno, but that hey wished for more full and 
complete instructions from us. 
As I was sitting in my study, a pleasing 
native youth brought me a letter, written 
on the tali leaf, from an Ooreah Brahmin, 
a resident of Jeorgopoor, a distance of 20 
coss from Cuttack. It was to the follow- 
ing effect: ‘‘A year since I received 
one of your books. I have read it, and 
I approve of it, and baye taught it to my 
own children and to those under my care. 
But Ihave many children, and only this 
one book; { pray you, therefore, with my 
salaam, that you will send me five Gospels 
and ten Tracts, and let them contain much 
about Jesus Christ.’ 1 accordingly sent 
several Gospels and Tracts for the Brah- 
min, accompanied with a letter on the sub- 
ject of the Gospel of Christ. A school 
of Brahmins’ sons learned the Gospel as 
a part of their daily work. These in- 
stances, though they do not prove con- 
version, do prove that the tracts which 
are distributed are read; that they are 
understood ; and that they excite much 
inquiry favourable to Christianity.

These were spread ona table and sprink- 
led with water, after which they were 
washed over with hot glue-like Nile-wa- 
ter.

tooth. The latter operation kept the pa- 
per from soaking the ink. and made it 
shine. {t then received another wash of 
thin glue, and was afterwards beaten with 
ahammer ; it was sized a second time, 
pressed, and again extended with a ham- 
mer. Agreat number of these sheets 
were sometimes glued together, to form a 
large ro!! or volume. 

The time when this kind of paper was 
first made is not- known, bat several wri- 
ters have proved that it was in use some 
hundreds of years before the birth of 
Christ. When Ptolemy Philadelphas, 
king of Egypt, began to collect his great 
library of books, he caused them all to be 
copied on this new kind of paper. It was 
also sent to other countries, till Eumenes, 
king of Pergamus, wanting to form a li- 
brary at Pergamus, greater than that at 
Alexandria, Ptolemy would no longer al- 
low Papyrus to be sent away from Egypt. 
This made Eumenes anxious to find soine- 
thing fit for use, in the place of that article, 
and from the skins of sheep and goats, he 
discovered a superior manufacture of 
archment, and on this he procured copies 
of such of the works of learned men, as 
he afterwards placed in his library. 

There is a reference in Scripture to

THE PAPYRUS, OR PAPER RUSH. 


Several authors describe the Egyptian 
Paper Reed as a plant of the rush kind. 
It grows on the banks of the river Nile, 
and in marshy grounds, to the height of 
twelve or thirteen feet, besides two feet 
under water. The root is brown, the 
Jarge leaves grow near the water’s edge, 
and the stalk is two inches in thickness. 
It bears acrown at the top composed of 
numerous long, thin, straight fibres, re- 
sembliog human hairs. 

Egyptian Papyrus, or Paper, was made 
from the pellicles or skins, which sur- 
round the stalk, the finest of which were 
stript from the middle, between the outer 
rind and the marrow of the stalk. Not

FIRES IN NEW-YORK. 

The most terrible conflagration occurred op 
the evening of the 26th inst. in the vicinity o; 
the Bowery Theatre. The fire originated in 
a livery stable. It is said to be the work of 
an incendiary, at present unknown. The 
Theatre, and 8 or 10 houses were destroyed, 
and a large amount of property. The Thea- 
tre was insured to a large amount. There 
was a vague rumour that some lives were lost 
in the Theatre. 

Again, says the N. Y. Evening Post of the 
28th inst. ** Our city still continues to be the 
sport of incendiaries.” On the morning of 
the 28th, another fire broke out in the rear of

brick house in Carmine street. The insur- 
ance officers in N. York have offered a reward 
of $1000, for the apprehension of the incen- 
diaries who set fire to the buildings.

After some remarks from Mr. Shepard in 
favor, the bill was lost. It passed in the Sen- 
ate with but one dissenting voice. 

Circusses.—Mr. Kimberly, in a long and in- 
teresting speech, stated the progress of such 
exhibitions for several years past, and the eva- 
sions of the law in cases ontrial. Formerly 
such exhibiters were the mere refuse from our 
large cities, who were usually driven out of 
the State by the threatening of the law. He 
then stated the whole course of Mr. Hunter 
in Hartford and New-Haven. He being a 
civil man, interested many otherwise respecta- 
ble men in his favor. The law bad been eva- 
ded by showing, from its origin, that it was in- 
tended for this class of persons. A certain— 
German doctor, a mountebank, and seller ot 
drugs, who exhibited himself on a stage to 
amuse the people, was the occasion of the 
law. Mr. Hunter and bis companions were 
tried in Hartford, and found guilty of tambling 
and rope dancing, but no other feats could be 
reached by the letterofthelaw. Mr. il. then 
came to New Haven, and was prosecuted ; 
but as he nad had a trial in Hartford, respite 
was granted to obtain that decision. Mr. iT. 
wished his counsel (Mr. Kimberly) to obtaia 
another week, as the exhibitions were now g0- 
ing on, at which time Mr. H. said he should 
be pretty well off, should the suit go against 
him. Au exception was now talken to a pros- 
ecution by a grand jury; and as the State At- 
torney did not see cause to prosecule, the 
gentlemen escaped. It is now the geveral 
impression, that circus rider- are not liable 
except for tumbling and rope dancing. They 
now set themselves up as gentlemen equestri- 
ans, who keep a riding school; and parade 
our streets, setting prosecutions at defiance. 
Mr. K. then alluded to the moral influence ol 
such exhibitions, and their appendages. which 
were the most injurious, but which it was not 
proper to mention, and to the feeling in this 
place as exhibited by the petitions; four of 
five hundred young men are here seot for 
their education. Their parents send them 
here, as to a place out of the reach of such 
temptations.

The first paper of this description, accor 
ding to the Christian Watchman, was the Rev. 
Mr. Princes’ Christian History, which was 
published in Boston, about 1740, in a pamphlet 
of about 12 pages, and appeared once a week.
